The first of these is that in making 


rates all commissions and similar bodies, as well as all railroads, 
approach the problem from two standpoints, or, to put it differently, 
make two great classifications; the first of these has to do solely 
with the rates upon manufactured articles shipped from the manu- 
| facturing point; the second has to do with rates as they affect job- 
bers. The Georgia commission has first taken up the first of these 
classifications and order 301 has to do solely with the rates upon 


'| manufactured articles from the manufacturing point. 


The commission will at once proceed to the consideration of 
the rates bearing upon the jobbing or wholesale business, and will 
soon promulgate a new schedule of those rates. 

The schedule contained in order 301 makes marked reductions 

upon all manufactured articles from Atlanta to four principal Geor- 


gia points for one cent less than they are now carrying the same 


of course, corresponding reductions to all locai points basing on 
these four principal points in the interstate schedule of the rail- 
roads. It means, equally, of course, that the rates from these points 
to Atlanta stand at the same figure as the rates from Atlanta to 
them. Order 301 does not set forth the rates to the smaller cities

In his formal motion for the adoption of this order, Commis- 


‘sioner Joseph M. Brown sets forth with admirable clearness the 


reasons for this change of the freight schedulés and the method by 
which this end has been reached. From this it will be seen that the 
action of the Georgia commission has its basis in the clearest prin- 
ciples of rate-making logic; that it finds sanction in the decisions 
of the highest courts bearing upon this problem; and that it is un- 


assailable. 


The railroads are not required to carry, freight between Geor- 


gia’s points for one cent less than they are now carrying the same 
identical freight when it comes to their lines from points outside 
the state, and yet the new rates give the Georgia manufacturers a 
decided advantage over the local rates which they have until now 
had to pay. Mr. Brown shows that it is certainly within the power 
of the commission, acting for the state, to require this reduction 
which, in its practical operation, means that the existing discrimi-

THEORIES ABOUT THE SUN. 


i 


| (From the New Orleans Picayune.) 
| The current theories concerning the sun 
‘and the planets are that the sun was 
‘once vastly hotter than it is now, and 
that for a long period it has been slowly 
|but steadily cooling. This doctrine is 
/ built on the notion that the sun is a mass 
‘of fire in progress of intense and flerce 
| combustion, and that Iike any other fire, 
‘unless its fuel is replenished, it must 
/ burn out and become extinguished. Some 
‘astronomers tezch that the sun is sup- 
‘plied with fuel by vast quantities of com- 
ets and meteors that are shoveled into it 
‘by some process of nature, but other as- 
| tronomers like Sir Robert Bal! reject the 
| possibility of such systematic supply of 
/fuel, and they believe that the sun as it 
|burns out shrinks in size at the rate of 
1220 feet of its diameter In a year. As 
‘the mass of the sun !s something like 
| 880.000 miles in diameter It is calculated 
‘still to last for a good long time but there 
is something extremely melancholy and 
'saddessng in the idea that our grand 
'luminary will one day burn out with a 
spasmodic gleam and a whiff of ilk 
| smelling smoke like the snuff of a candle. 
| It is with great satisfaction that we 
‘are allowed to believe in the possibility 
ithat the sun Is made of radium and that 
'it can continue to give off heat and light 
‘for an inconceivable lapse of ages with- 
/out being in the least diminished either 
'in size or capacity to warm and illumi- 
‘nate us. The idea that it is losing 220 
feet of its diameter yearly is particularly 
consoling. 

There is another suggestion which 
would enable our solar system to contin- 
‘ue its operations without either suffering 
an ingtantaneous conflagration or being 
‘consumed by slow combustion and this 
‘is that the suf and the various bodies 
‘which revolve around it constitute an 
lelectric dynamo and an incandescent lamp 
on such a scale as could be designated 
‘and created by combined omniscience and 
lomnipotence to go oni ts benefictent 
‘course forever. Such a notion meets 
‘only the contempt of science which in- 
igists upon the existence of actual fire in 
'the sun that must sooner or later burn 
| itself out to complete extinguishment. 
‘Until Professor Langley shall make & : 
flying machine without balloon attach- _* 
'ment that will enable human beings to at 
‘fly their vagaries concerning the playing- — 
out of the sun may well be neglected \ 
all except full-fledged scientists. —
